COMES NOW the State of Indiana by Karen E. Richards, Prosecuting Attorney, 38th Judicial Circuit, pursuant to 

I. C.35-35-3-3, and respectfully notifies the Court that upon a plea of guilty by the Defendant to COUNT I, MURDER; COUNT 

II, CHILD MOLESTING, a CLASS A FELONY; the State agrees: 

- (1) (a) That in COUNT I, the Defendant be convicted of and sentenced as a FELONY; 

(b) That in COUNT II, the Defendant be convicted of and sentenced as a CLASS A FELONY; 

- (2) (a) That in COUNT I, the Defendant be sentenced to fifty (50) years executed; 

(b) That in COUNT II, thej Defendant be sentenced to thirty (30) years executed; 

- (3) That said sentences in Cojjnts I and II shall run consecutive to each other; 

- (4) The Court shall have full ajjthority to impose a fine and assess Court costs as it deems proper. 

- (5) The Defendant acknowledges that, if he is not a citizen of the United States, signing this plea 

agreement and pleading guilty may cause the Defendant to be deported. The Defendant further 
acknowledges that for a substantial number of criminal offenses, pleading guilty to that criminal 
offense will result in virtually automatic deportation of the Defendant. The Defendant further 
acknowledges that he has discussed with his counsel the fact that the entry of a plea of quiltv may 
cause the Defendant to be deported. (Initials of Defendant - ) 

- (6) The Court shall have full ailjthority to order restitution as it deems appropriate. 

- (7) Nothing in this agreement ^hall be construed to limit any victim right or privilege provided bv law or 

the discretion of the Court. I » r a 

- (8) The Defendant agrees to pjay to the Supplemental Public Defender Services Fund of Allen County 

the sum of One Hundred iJoliars ($100) as reasonable reimbursement for Public Defender services
